Professor P. J. Perrott, Kntoiuologist 


of New York Agricultural Experiment 
Station, Geneva, N. Y., addressed the 
Association on "Destructive Orchard 
Pests." Prof. Parrott, by means of il- 
lustrations and models gave us a very 
interesting account of the lire history 
of the Sati Jose Scale followed by a de- 
scription of the methods used iu New 
York for its control. 
Unfortunately 


most of this portion of his address was 
read from printed manuscript which in 
uot at this moment available. Com- 
paring the present struggle against 
San Jose Scale with the h'gnts agricul- 
turists have had in the past in controll- 
ing other pests.
